Italy - Communist China ; Italy has decided to 
recognize Peking. Foreign Minister Nenni told the 
US ambassador that the decision was based on a long- 
held government position. Nenni noted that it had 
been officially stated in Parliament nearly five years 
ago that it was a question not of whether, but when 
Italy would recognize Communist China. Nenni said 
that despite the decision Italy would vote in next 
year's UN General Assembly to consider Chinese rep- 
resentation an "important question."
